Our attention has been drawn to the fact 
that tlie nominfil area about to be with- 
drawn from the Mount Pisa Run as a dia 
trict commonage is greatly in excess of the 
actual area. It appeai-s that the 600 acres 
comprised within the boundaries of the 
township have never been withdrawn from 
the run, nor from the gold-fields ; conse- 
quentl}', the township is included in 
the proposed commonage. The aggregate 
acreage of the various farms in the neigh- 
bourhood of the township is probalily about 
500, and this also has to be deducted from 
the commonage. The extent of fenced 
ground on the Lower Flat is estiniateJ at 
-too acres; whilst mining claims, rc.siilence- 
areas, water-races, ifec., we believe, will re- 
present at least 300 or 400 acres more, — 
making altogether something near 2000 
acres unavailable for pasturage. The Go- 
vernment tell us they are endeavouring to 
arrange for the conversion into commonage 
of similar blocks on the other adjacent 
runs ; hut, as they well know, it is on the 
west bank of the Clutlia River that the 
irgest area is required, and a miserable 
dole of 5000 acres is not half sufficient for 
our re(piireuients. Until the whole of 
the block applied for,— viz., from the 
Five-mite Creek acrc.ss the range to the 
Roaring 5Ieg, — is granted, the wants of 
the district will never he adequately sup- 
plied in this matter of commonage ; and 
we counsel the Commonage Association to 
continue pressing the Government till tlieir 
object is attained.

Wednesday, Decehbek 4.
